At no place along the battle line extending from Sois- 
sons to Flanders has the enemy been able to resist the Al­ 
lied armies in sufficient strength to cause a halt In the of­ 
fensive movement. Germans after repeated defeats at 
various points have given much ground apparently con­ 
tent to cover their retreat with rear guard actions. Where, 
if at all, the Germans intend to make a determined stand 
is still problematical. Failure to counter attack for pos­ 
session of the Brocourt-Queant snitch line gives credence 
to unofficial reports that still another line is being prepar­ 
ed from Brebieres to Moeuvres. 
While great progress continues southeast of Arras, 
momentous events apparently are impending north of 
Soissons. General Mangin has been pushing forward here 
for several days until he now holds the key position to the 
Vesle front. The Germans have been forced out of the Ai­ 
lette river sector and Hindenburg line and their main der 
tenses are endangered. 
It was unofficially announced from London Tuesday 
that Lens had been captured by the British, but this turn­ 
ed out to be inaccurate. General Haig in his official report 
Tuesday night announced that the British had pushed into 
the western outskirts of the town and had advanced slight­ 
ly on both sides of it. The advance here is insufficient to 
make a showing on the map. However, Lens is likely to 
be abandoned by the Germans at any time. 
BRITISH REACH CANAL DU NORD 
London, September 4.—In their push beyond the Dro- 
court-Queant line the British have reached the line of the 
Canal Du Nord, according to Field Marshall Haig’s offi­ 
cial statement. North of the Arras-Cambrai road they 
have occupied the town of Ecourt St Quentin. North of 
Peronne the British advanced through the Vaux woods, 
above Moistens. Continuing their advance in Flanders 
they are approaching Neuve Chappell and Laventie. 
Progress of British 
London, Sept. 4 (I P. M.)—The British have secured a 
hold on the west bank of the Canal Du Nord by taking Ru- 
maucourt, which is north of Sains-Les-Marquion, accord­ 
ing to advices from.the battle front. Farther south along 
the canal they are reported to have captured Inchy En Ar­ 
tois, Demicourt ,to east of Doignies, and Pennies three 
miles northeast of Bertincourt— Near. the. Somme, the 
British have crossed the canal at Haut Allaines, which is 
slightly over two miles north of Peronne. 
French Continue Drive. 
Paris, Sept 4.—The French last night continued to 
push back the Germans to the east of the Canal Du Nord 
and between the Ailette and Aisne, says today’s official 
statement In their advance the French took Chapitre 
wood northeast of Chevilly and approached the town of 
Crisolles, three miles north of Noyon. North of the Ailette 
river, the French reached the outskirts of Coucy-Le-Cha- 
teau and Juvincourt Prisoners to the number of 1,500 
were taken. Along the Vesle French parties crossed the 
river at several points.

20.— (Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Press)— Gen­ 
eral iKkuzo Otani, commander of the 
expeditionary force of the Entente 
Allies in Siberia, was one of the Jap­ 
anese heroes of the battle of the Yalu 
River fourteen years ago. His staff in­ 
cludes the most brilliant officers of 
the Japanese army. 
During the Chinese war. General 
Otani, who is 62 years of age, was 
one of the staff officers in the im­ 
perial headquarters 
at 
Hiroshima. 
When the Russo-Japanese war be­ 
gan he, then a major-General, was 
appointed inspector-general 
of 
the 
twelfth division which belonged to 
the First Army under .General Kuroki 
who startled the world by winning 
the first victory for Japad in the bat­ 
tle of the Yalu river. Later he be­ 
came the commander or a brigade, 
and his courage and superior knowl­ 
edge in tactics made him a hero of 
the war. 
In one of the battles of the war, 
General Otani’s 
headquarters 
was 
found by the Russians who cross-fired 
it with a hail of shells. Realizing the 
danger, one of his staff officers t d- 
vised him to move. He heard the ad­ 
vice with composure, and rejected it 
by simply saying: “I can’t bear the 
sound of firing. I’m afraid I’ve be­ 
come a little deaf." 
General Otani is known as a silent 
man, like Field Marshal Oyama m d 
Admiral Togo, and he is considered a 
great tactician. He has an extensive 
knowledge of mathematics. 
Lieutenant-General Mitsupe 
Yut, 
the newly appointed chief of Staff, 
has long been known as one of the 
brightest staff officers of the Japa­ 
nese army. During the Russo-Japa­ 
nese war he served as the vice-chief 
of the staff of the second army un­ 
der General Oku, and 
his brilliant 
tactics in the battle of Heikou, when 
he defeated two Russian army corps 
with a single division, is recorded in 
the history of the war. 
Lieut.-Gen. 
Yui is 57 years old.

San Francisco, Calif., Aug. 18. 


Dear Wirt: 
I guess that you wonder where I 


am. I Lam now at Camp Presidio in 
San. Francisco. We'got here last Fri- 
day evening about 4:30. Had a 72 
hours trip and rode over 1900 miles. 
It was some ride. 


We went through Texas, New Mex- 


ico, 
Arizona and California. At El 


Paso, Tex., we cou'd see the moun- 
tains in Old Mexico. We went through 
hundreds oC miles of almost nothing 
but sand and dwarfish bushes. I saw 
many pretty .views while crossing the 
Rocky Mountains and went through 
15 tunnels before we got to Frisco, 
some of them over a mile in length.
